No Definite Pattern 


A wave of house breaks over 
the past three months has netted 
thieves thousands of dollars in 
money, television sets and jewelry, 
primarily, according to local 
police officials, 


The 43 breaks investigated be- 
tween July and September, show no 
definite pattern as to operations, 
investigators state, The only con= 
centration of a series has been in 
the south end of town for a period, 
when money appeared to be the 
object, In the Lowell St, area it 
appeared the breakers were in 
search of television sets, 

There was no consistency, how= 
ever, since different areas were 
hit at varying times, First it was 
Lowell St, then sections in the 
south end, Police find it diffi- 
cult to concentrate in one area, 

Officials feel the television 
thefts are the work of pro=- 
fessionals, who know what they 
are doing and apparently aware 
the homes are empty. 

No one sees anybody in the 
neighborhood at the times of the 
breaks, Neighbors have been asked 
if there was any strange activity 
and negative replies follow.

In what appeared to be a case 
of thieves knowing what they 
wanted, the Andover TOWNSMAN 
office on Chestnut was broken into 
two weeks ago, The safe was 
rifled in the office, but other 
items of value were untouched, 

In addition to the reported and 
investigated breaks there have 
been a number of attempted 
breaks, foiled by the presence 
of a burglar alarm in the home,

Police feel that with the co-

School Site Needs Urgent, 
School Committee Is Told 


‘Our statistics of growth need 
updating,** subcommittee meme 
bers William A, Doherty and Wil- 
liam F, King declared Tuesday 
night when they presented their 
long range report to the rest of the 
school committee, Their con= 
clusion: ‘‘Continued growth is’ in= 
evitable’’ and ‘*New school sites 
are needed urgently,”’ 

They showed that now in 1968, 
the school population has already 
reached the level which the 1965 
Planning Board Report predicted 
it would reach in 1970, and said 
there was little doubt that by 1972, 
Andover schools would reach the 
population figure predicted for 
1980, 

To top it off, the town in 1968 
has acquired only one of the nine 


school building sites the already 
outdated Planning Report called 
for, 

‘*People have the feeling that God 
will stop us from growing to more 
than 45,000 people,’® complained 
King, ‘‘and it just ain’t so!”’ 

As reported last week in the 
TOWNSMAN, the Doherty-King re= 
port claims that Andover could 
reach a population figure of 60,000 
by the year 2000, since the townis 
larger in area than most people 
realize, In 1965, only a little more 
than 2,000 of the residentially 
zoned 17,000-plus acres had 
houses on them, leaving about 
15,000 acres still open for devel- 
opment, 

Estimating a resultant school 
population of 17,000 with half in 
elementary schools, Doherty and 
King called for ten 25-acre 550= 
pupil school sites, or their equiv- 
alent in larger sites for a smaller 
number of larger schools, if this 
proves educationally feasible, Also 
recommended was the study of add= 
itions to Central, South and San- 
born schools to enlarge them and 
bring them up to the educational

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution authorizes the Legis- 
lature to impose an income tax graduated according to total income, 
and authorizes the granting of reasonable exemptions, deductions and 
abatements, as an alternative to the exercise of the Legislature’s exist- 
ing power to tax income under Article 44 of the Amendments to the 
Constitution. Without limiting the foregoing authorization, the pro- 
posed amendment permits any such tax to be imposed at a uniform 
percentage of an individual’s federal income tax liability or at graduated 
rates applied to his total income taxable federally, and it permits 
reasonable variations of any federal provision. It requires that the 
graduated rates, exemptions, and deductions be set-without regard to 
the kind of income being taxed.

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution defines the circum- 
stances in which a Governor’s inability to perform his functions shall 
cause his office to become vacant, and it establishes a procedure for 
making the necessary determinations, The office will become vacant 
following a declaration of disability by the Governor himself or by the 
Chief Justice and a majority of the Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, or such other body as the Legislature may provide. The 
vacancy will terminate four days after the Governor declares that no 
disability exists, unless (1) within that period the Chief Justice and 
majority of the Associate Justices, or such other body provided by the 
Legislature, should make a contrary declaration and (2) within another 
stated period the Legislature, by two-thirds of each branch present and 
voting, then determines the issue contrary to the Governor’s 
declaration. 

The same procedure will also apply to a Lieutenant Governor who 
in the case of a vacancy is performing the Governor’s duties. 

The proposed amendment also requires the election of a Governor 
for the unexpired balance of the: four-year term if a vacancy in the 
office of Governor as described in the proposed amendment continues 


for a six-month period expiring more than five months prior to a biennial 
state election other than an election for Governor.

SUMMARY 


The proposed law provides that the official ballot in the biennial : 


State election for the year 1970 shall contain a question asking the voters 
whether there shall be a convention in 1971 to (1) revise, alter or amend 
the constitution of the Commonwealth on the following subjects, 
insofar as they relate to the structure of government, and no others: 
the Executive Branch; the General Court; the Executive Council; 
the government of cities, towns and counties and their relationship to 
each other and to the government of the Commonwealth; (2) simplify 
and rearrange the constitution, and (3) provide methods of amendment 
thereof. The question will state that the convention shall not consider 
or propose any measure which relates to the Massachusetts Declara- 
tion of Rights, the provisions of the Massachusetts constitution con- 
cerning the “Judiciary Power’ (other than provisions respecting the 
Executive Council), or any of the excluded matters enumerated in 
Article XLVIII, II, Section 2 of the Massachusetts constitution. The 
question will fix the number of delegates to the convention at 150, of 
whom 20 members shall be members of the General Court; the remain- 
ing 130 members shall be elected by the voters in the manner sum- 
marized below. The question will also state that the convention shall 
conclude its business not later than 120 days from its first session. 

The proposed law provides that if a majority of the votes on the fore- 
going question is in the affirmative, the convention shall be held in 
July, 197i to revise, alter or amend the constitution on the matters 
enumerated above only. The House of Representatives and the 
Senate shall each elect as delegates 10 of its members, not more than 
6 from each branch coming from the same political party. Of the 
remaining 130 delegates, 10 shall be elected at large and 120 shall be 
elected from the 40 senatorial districts, 3 from each. Provision is 
made for the manner of nominating and electing these 130 delegates, 
without party or political designation, for filling vacancies occurring 
in the position of any delegate, from whatever source chosen, and 
for the conduct of the convention’s business. 

Any revisions, alterations and amendments of the Massachusetts 
constitution adopted by the convention shall be submitted to the 
people at the State election in 1972 for their ratification and adoption 
in such manner as the convention may direct. If a majority of the 
people voting thereon ratify and adopt such revision, alteration or 
amendment, the constitution shall be deemed to be changed accordingly. 

The proposed law also provides that if the vote on the question to be 
submitted at the biennial State election in 1970 is in the affirmative, 
the Governor shall appoint a preparatory commission of 5 members 
to compile data to aid the convention in the discharge of its duties. 
Each member of the commission shall receive compensation of $10,000 
and the commission may expend a sum not in excess of $200,000, 
as the Governor may approve, for its expenses.

discussions and interviews with

**reaching’® to the future for the 
new and, yet, at the same time, the

LEAF LOADER. The town’s new leaf loader has been in operation throughout the streets during 
the past few weeks. The loader is actually a vacuum truck which picks up the leaves which 
have. been placed out on the street, thus eliminating burning. It also has saved time from former 
operations when a number of men loaded trucks manually. It is expected that this method will 
also prevent catch basin blockups, since the leaves can be picked up quicker. (Cole) 


Leaves Can Be Put To Good Use 


Leaves are too valuable to burn, 

Leaves, grass clippings, and 
other garden cuttings can produce 
a beautiful, rich, black dirt if 
they are put back into the land, They 
will turn into fertile soil if they 
are left a few months in acompost 
pile, 

The purpose of a compost pile 
is to partially decompose the 
leaves, The resulting humus will 
improve the soil structure and 
serve as ‘‘food’’ for the plants, 

Every gardener, like every good 
cook, has his own recipe for com= 
posting, Here’s one you might try 
for a start. 

Recipe for ‘*Compost Cake”’ 

First prepare a container or 
bin: an open bin may be three to 
five feet high, three to five feet 
wide, and as long as you want, 
Make the bin of openwork bricks, 
boards, or fence, so air canget in, 

Fill the bin with layers of com= 
posting material, Ineach layer put: 

1, a layer of leaves, grass, etc. 
six to twelve inches. thick 

2. some nitrogen and phos- 
phorous fertilizer - plus a liming 
material if your soil is acid, as 
most New England soil is 

3, a half-inch ‘‘frosting’’ of gar= 
den soil 

4, water to moisten the layer 
thoroughly 

When the pile has as many layers 
as you have leaves, top it witha 
thick ‘*frosting’’ of a one= or two= 
inch layer of garden soil, 

Now all you need to do is see 
that the pile is dampened with water

whenever it seems dry. It will 
help keep the pile moist if you pack 
it with your feet around the edges, 
but pack it lightly in the middle, 
Then the middle will settle and 
the water won’t drain off, 

The compost cake will ‘*cook’’ 
itself, Bacteria will grow and pro= 
duce heat as a by-product of de- 
composing the leaves, The 
compost pile will get hotter and 
hotter, and at about 120 degrees 
the bacteria will commit suicide 
by producing so much heat they 
can’t live in it, Then a new set of 
bacteria called thermophiles, will 
take over, They will raise the tem= 


perature 140 to 170 degrees for 
several weeks, a sign that all is 
well within the compost pile, 

Turn the pile over in about May, 
shoveling the dry material from 
the edges into the inside of the 
pile. By summer, your compost 
pile will have turned into good, 
dark soil, all ready to be spaded 
into your garden wherever you 
need it, 

Golden leaves aren’t exactly 
worth their weight in gold = but 
they are worth their weight in 
rich, black dirt and next year’s 
green growing things, Don’t burn 
them!

March 1968: 28 cases — 6-8 weeks’ wait for first appointment 


Of the 28 cases on the waiting list in March, the family problems fell into 
4 categories: Marital conflict; parent’s concern about child’s behavior and 
adjustment; total family relationship problem and the problem of individual 
social adjustment. 


MARITAL CONFLICT 


Thirteen requests were for marital counseling. The average length 
of marriage in these situations was 4 years. There are 52 peopie in

There are 7 situations where the parent has called expressing concern 


about a child’s problem. Three are adolescent and four are pre-adolescent. 


In at least two cases, possession of Marijuana is part of the problem. 


TOTAL FAMILY RELATIONSHIP PROBLEM 


This problem was represented by 6 cases. The category means that there 
are conflicts spilling over among family members. Examples: Husband 
beating wife, excessive drinking, an adolescent being pushed into delin- 
quent behavior, poor school adjustment of another child and much arguing 
and tension between all family members. 


INDIVIDUAL SOCIAL ADJUSTMENT 


Two requests for personal counseling by people worried about their ability 
to cope with life situations . .. inability to get along with boss or with 
other people on the job. A separated mother who is so discouraged she 
wants to escape and thinks of ‘‘giving my children to the State’’, 


There were a total of 107 people in 26 situations. They represent a cross 
section of the community. 13 are from Lawrence, 7 from Andover, 4 from 
North Andover, 2 from Methuen and 2 are from Salem, N. H. All these re- 
quests for service were characterized by a sense of urgency and need for 
immediate attention. 


Families looking for maximum benefit need be seen for a period of several 
months, There are an average of 36 requests for service a month.

The Decision Is Yours 


Andover voters this year face one of the most difficult 
tasks in many years. 

We speak not so much of.the presidential race, but face 
the issue of local representation in the state legislature. 

This year, Andover has been ‘‘gerrymandered,’’ and we 
use the term advisedly, into three districts. Precincts one 
five and six are grouped with North Andover, Precincts two 
and four lumped in with a ward in Lawrence and Precinct 
three, coupled with another Lawrence ward. 


Conceivably this carved up community could wind 
up with no local representation in the legislature. 
We assume that the party machinery in Boston could care 
less how Andover feels. 

There are Andover candidates seeking office. In one 
particular race Rep. Paul W. Cronin of Andover is facing 
Rep. James P. Hurrell of North Andover. One of the two 
will fall victim to the redistricting. Cronin’s district is 
afflicted by the fact that there are more North Andover 
voters than are contained in his three precincts in Andover.

The Ostrich At DPW 


How many times do we have to see multiple car 
accidents on Interstate Route 93 in the same location be- 
fore someone, either in state or federal government does 
something about the matter. 

Last week 28 trucks and cars were piled up and several 
persons injured in an accident which started at 6 a.m., 
closed the highway in sections and was attributed to what 
some officials described as ‘‘fog, speed and stupidity.’’ 

We will refrain from comment on the speed and stupidity 
and admit that such attribution could be open to debate. 

The fog situation, however, is one which apparently the 
state Department of Public Works is pulling an ostrich 
act on, namely sticking its head in the sand. 

Officials there, if they haven’t already, should be 
the fog,’’ real deeply. 

This is not the first accident of this nature to occur in 
that particular stretch of Route 93. Fortunately, to date, 
no-one has been killed, but there have been crippling in- 
juries resulting from the dominoe-like crashes. 

We are not engineers or experts in the effects of climate 
changes. We do know that fog is a vast mass of 
water vapor resulting primarily from temperature change. 

In this particular location, we understand, are peat bogs 
and swamps which lend themselves quite appropriately to 
the production of fog. 

Possibly something could be done to eliminate the 
cause, if the state officials would take the time to 
examine the problem. 

Another solution is to have the state police check the 
area more frequently when there is the possibility of heavy 
fog conditions. Last week they reportedly viewed the area 
one-half hour before and found things all right. Later a 
wind shift found the highway enshrouded. 

Had the condition been found in time, then accidents 
could have been avoided by shutting off that section of 
the road, 

It was obvious that there was going to be some fog, 
since it was rolling in the night before. 

With the repetition of serious accidents in the particular 
location we think it is about time something is done to 
correct the situation and promptly. 

Not to sound trite, but could we add, do something soon 
before someone gets killed.
